A  reeord  of  this  year's  activities  of 
every  student  organization  on  the  campns  is  contained  ])et\veen 
its  covers;  a  photo  of  every  member  of  cvei'y  senior  team,  as 
well  as  representative  teams  of  every  collesi'e  and  over  twelve 
hundred  individual  photos>'rai)hs  of  the  graduating  class  and  the 
untlergraduates  are  an  indication  of  the  com]>leteness  of  the  1932  Greystone.

aiherse  eonditioiis.  carried  on  snc-c-essl'nlly  all  activtics  due  to  care- 
ful nianau'ement  and  to  the  ready  co-operation  from  all  Director- 
ates. A  resume  of  the  activities  of  the  various  Directorates  will 
be  found  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

Outstandinii-  anions  the  year's  activities  has  been  the  i)ublica- 
tion  of  a  Student  Telei)hone  Directory,  which  was  this  year  ])ublished  for 
the  first  time  and  distributed  free  of  charge  among  the  student  body.  This 
publication  has  proved  of  great  value  to  the  average  student,  and  especially 
valuable  to  those  in  executive  positions. 

A  committee  a])pointed  by  the  Council  to  interview  the  managei's  of 
1lie  various  theatres  in  the  city  was  successful  in  securing  s|)ecial  theatre 
rates  for  University  students.  As  a  result  of  the  above,  Student  Identifiea- 
lion  Cards  were  iirinted  and  distributed  to  the  stuch'Uts  liy  the  Secretary. 

The  Second  Annual  Jlallowe'en  Celebration  was  held  in  the  l'nivi'rsil\- 
]\ink.  The  affair  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  successful  celebrations 
of  the  Varsity  year.  In  January  the  Third  Annual  Ice  Carnival  was  held, 
and  the  proceeds  turned  over  to  the  Ijieutenant-Covernor's  Emergency 
Relief  Fund.

The  Conference  of  tlie  National  Federation  of  University  Students,  to 
disenss  stiident  problems,  was  lield  this  year  during  Christmas  week  at 
ilcilaster  University,  Hamilton.  The  President,  who  represented  the 
student  body  of  the  University  of  Saskatchewan  at  the  conference,  re])ortcd 
a  very  successful  discussion  of  student  prol)kMns,  and  a  heljjfnl  exchange 
of  ideas  pertinent  to  student  government. 

For  the  second  time  the  S.1\.C.  has  conlracted  for  tlie  ]niblication  of 
"The  Greystone."'  Under  tlie  careful  sTipervision  of  its  Editor-in-Chief, 
who  has  had  the  distinction  of  holding  thai  position  for  two  consecutive 
years,  "Tlie  Greystone"  proves  to  be  again  a  book  of  excellent  quality 
and  arrangement. 


The  main  function  of  the  S.R.C.  is  tlie  co-ordination  and  control  of  all 
student  activities.  To  accomplish  ihis  i)urposc  in  the  most  efficient  man- 
ner, the  Student  Administration  functions  through  three  bodies,  namely, 
the  Assembly,  the  Coinicil,  and  the  Executive  of  the  Council. 

The  Asseml)ly  consists  of  the  memljcrs  of  the  Council  ])lus  a  represent- 
ation from  the  eleven  Colleges  on  the  cami)us  and  the  blasters'  Society. 
This  representation  is  fixed  by  the  Constitution  at  five  per  cent,  of  the  en- 
rolment. It  is  the  duty  of  the  Assembly  to  allot  the  budgets  to  the  differ- 
ent directorates  and  to  deal  with  any  reforms  of  the  Constitution.  Due  to 
the  fact  that  the  Assemljly  is  a  body  consisting  of  apin'oximately  eighty 
members,  it  is  imjiossible  for  it  to  meet  frequently.  For  this  reason  most 
of  the  business  of  strident  administration  is  carried  on  by  the  Students' 
Council.  The  Council  not  only  deals  with  routine  business,  but  also  deals 
with  new  matters  arising  which  are  not  provide^^  for  in  the  Constitution. 
Consisting,  as  it. does,  of  the  Presidents  of  Directorates,  the  Presidents  of 
Colleges  as  well  as  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer, 
together  with  the  Editors  of  the  (Jreystone  and  Sheaf,  it  is  immediately  in 
touch  with  all  i)arts  of  the  student  body.  For  this  reason  it  is  admirably 
suited  to  the  task  of  acting  as  the  chief  governing  body  of  the  student  ad- 
ministration. 

The  Executive  of  the  Council  is  a  small  body  of  six  members,  includ- 
ing the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  two  members 
elected  from  the  Council.  The  Executive  deals  with  matters  of  importance 
which  cannot  await  the  regular  sitting  of  the  Council.     The  members  of  the 
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Executive  elected  from  the  ('nuncil  this  year  were  the  Presidents  ot'  the 
Colleges  of  Law  and  Entiineerinti',  Russel  Hopkins  and  Rali)h  Walsh. 

In  all  departments  of  this  year's  ^itudent  Administration  co-operation 
and  good  will  have  been  outstaiiding.  It  is  ho])ed  that  the  incoming  Coun- 
cil will  have  simihir  ex])eriences.     To  them  liest  wishes  are  extended  .

II H  imlilifation  of  the  (Tre.v.stoiie  is  ;ui  uiuk'rtaking'  involvino-  the 
expenditure  of  well  over  four  thousand  dollars.  The  revenue  to 
meet  this  expenditure  is  derived  from  three  sources:  tirst,  the  sale 
of  the  books  to  the  students;  second,  charges  made  for  engraving 
to  graduates,  colleges  and  organizations  having  photos  reproduced 
in  the  liook:  and  third,  from  firms  using  the  (Ireystone  as  an  ad- 
vertising medium.  As  a  result  of  the  fact  that  l)oth  sales  and  advertising, 
fi'om  whence  the  main  ])ortion  of  revenue  is  derived,  are  variable,  the 
])ublication  of  the  hook  is  a  considerable  financial  risk.  DiU'ing  the  past 
two  years  the  jiublication  of  the  (ireystone  has  been  contractecl  for  b,\-  the 
Star-Phoenix,  who  have  assumed  all  financial  responsibility.  This  ar- 
rangement has  proven  astisfaetory. 

The  Greystone  is  \'alual)le  and  justifies  its  existence  only  in  as  far  as 
it  presents  a  complete  record  of  University  life.  The  1932  staff  has  per- 
sistently kept  this  ideal  in  mind.  Write-ups  have  been  "boiled  down," 
biogTaphies  have  been  drastically  edited,  but  in  110  case  have  facts  necessary 
for  the  completeness  of  the  Greystone  recoi'd  been  omitted. 

Financial  conditions  liave  reaeted  on  the  Greystone,  hul  the  spectre  of 
a  deficit  has  been  finally  banished.  .Ndt,  however,  without  uni)recedented 
activity  and  perseverance  on  the  part  ol'  the  Sales  and  Advertising  Staffs. 
The  Sales  Staff  especially  cannot  be  ton  liiuhly  commended. 

The  Editorial   Staff  have  given  much   time  and  thought   in   an   effort 

to  make  the  book  not  only  acceptable  but  a  1 k  to  be  pi'ized  nioi'e  and  more 

as  time  goes  on.      11  is  Iheir  earnest  hope  that   in  this  tlie>'  lia\c  failed  not.

HE  Sheaf,  as  the  chief  publicity  agent  in  the  University,  considers 
that  its  first  mission  is  to  stimulate  interest  in  every  branch  of 
student  activity.  It  takes  the  responsibility  of  announcing  and 
recording-  evei'v  event  in  which  the  university  is  concerned.  It 
endeavors  to  make  a  contribution  to  student  affairs  by  applauding 
what  is  well  done  and  by  oft'ering  constructive  ci'iticisni.  it  attempts 
to  stimulate  thought  on  topics  of  sludent  interest  and  to  aid  in  the  general 
development  of  the  I'niversity.  The  Slieaf  is  the  medium  through  which 
the  manj-  events  and  activities  which  take  place  are  co-ordinated  on  the 
campus.      It  is  the  students'  forum. 

It  was  an  inexperienced  staff  which  took  the  reigns  of  the  office  in  the 
fall  of  '31,  but  the  fresh  material  developed  excejitionally  well,  with  the 
result  that  succeeding  years  are  well  provided  for. 

For  some  years  The  Sheaf  has  rank(>d  among  the  best  college  weeklies 
on  the  continent.  Each  year  additional  improvements  are  made.  It  is 
steadily  progressing  and  may  be  expected  to  make  an  outstanding  name 
for  itself  in  the  future. 
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University  Athletic  Directorate 


3|ITH  tlu'  c'Idsing-  of  another  year  the  U.A.D.  is  again  to  be  eontiraUi- 
lated  on  its  suceessful  administration  of  University  Athletics. 
The  crowning  achievement  of  the  year  was  tlie  wiiuiing  of  \\\v 
Cairns  Trophy  by  oui'  track  team.  After  one  of  tlie  nidst  exeiling 
and  closely  contested  meets  evi-r  held  in  Western  Canada.  Saskat- 
chewan brought  back  the  ti'ophy  to  again  adorn  the  halls  where  it 
rightfully  belongs. 

After  ruling  supreme  in  teiniis  for  five  years.  Saskatchewan  lost  to 
Alberta  in  the  annual  intercollegiate  meet  here  in  that  povince. 

In  rugby,  Saskatchewan  was  equall.v  unsuccessful,  and  failed  to  retain 
tlie  Hardy  Trophy,  emblematic  of  the  W.C.I.A.U.  championship,  which  was 
won  last  year.  The  trophy  this  year  goes  to  the  University  of  British 
Columbia. 

In  swimming,  after  winning  two  meets — the  first  against  Regina  and 
the  second  against  V.II.C.A. — Saskatchewan  lost  l:).^•  one  point  to  Alberta 
in  the  annual  W.C.I.A.U.  meet  at  Edmonton.  In  losing  this,  Saskatchewan 
suffered  her  first  defeat  in  years.  However,  though  the  men  lost,  the  women 
made  a  clean  sweeji  of  all  their  events  except  out',  and  shattered  several 
records. 

In  basketball,  both  A'arsity  teams  made  a  splendid  showing,  and  are  to 
be  congratulated.  The  men,  at  the  time  of  wi'iting,  have  won  the  I'l-ovin- 
cial  Championshi|),  and  are  in  the  Western  Canada  play-downs.  It  is  the 
best  team  Varsity  has  produced  for  some  years.  The  girls,  after  a  hard  fight 
through  the  league,  secui'ed  a  bt'rth  in  the  play-offs  for  the  City  Champion- 
slii]),  Init  fell  before  the  cmslaught  of  the  powei'fnl  Technical  School  learn 
in  the  finals  for  the  Murray  Cup. 

The  girls"  hockey  team  was  entered  in  the  City  League,  and  repeateil 
its  performance  of  last  year,  going  through  the  season  without  the  loss  oi'  a 
single  game. 

Soccer  this  year  was  sponsored  for  the  first  tiiiu'  in  a  number  of  years, 
as  a  recognized  sport  under  the  IT.A.D.  The  team  reached  the  finals  in 
the  City  League,  but  lost  to  the  Young  Saskatoon  Clulx 

Wrestling,  lioxing,  fencing,  badminton,  etc.,  all  rejiort  a  most  successful 
year  in  their  various  activities. 

Aside  from  the  various  successes  and  reverses  of  the  Varsity  teams, 
we  might  mention  that  the  several  changes  in  the  policy  of  the  Directorate 
and  its  administration  made  last  year,  worked  very  satisfactorily.  The 
ne^v  color  system  especially  meeting  with  unanimous  approval.  Next  year 
will  see  a  diiferent  system  in  vogue  for  the  handling  of  interfaculty  sports. 

In  closing,  it  is  but  proper  to  mention  the  work  of  Professor  Cordon 
in  the  capacity  of  Faculty  advisor.  His  position  as  secretary  of  the 
W.C.I.A.U.  has  made  him  invaluable  to  the  Directorate.

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Women's  Athletic  Council 

THE  main  function  of  the  Women's  Athletic  Council  is  the  co-ordination 
of  all  sports  in  the  rniversity  in  which  ladies  participate.     This  year, 
under  the  leadershi])  of  Dorothy  Ruthei-foi'd,   the  W.A.C.   has  become 
more  indei)endent  of  the  men  than  ever  before,  and  has  handled  its  own 
affairs  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 

The  manag-ers  of  the  various  si)orts  have  taken  a  keen  interest  in 
fhcMr  work  and  have  hrout>ht  out  valuable  material  in  ""the  Freshies"  of 
whom  we  will  hear  more  in  the  next  two  or  thret'  yeai's.  The  outstandinii' 
feaUui's  of  this  season's  activities  were  the  sialendid  showings  that  we  have 
made  in  all  activities  in  which  we  participated;  Varsity  this  year  came 
second  in  the  Intercollegiate  track  meet  at  Winnipeg;  the  girls'  swimming 
team  were  decided  winners  over  the  Alberta  girls  at  the  meet  held  in  Ed- 
monton I'ccently,  the  girls  basketball  team  reached  the  finals  of  the  City 
i.eague  and  went  down  to  defeat  only  after  three  hard  fought  games;  the 
hockey  team  has  gone  through  the  year  without  losing  a  game,  and  the 
tennis  team  that  met  Edmonton  Varsity  in  the  fall,  although  they  were  not 
wiiniers,  put  u])  a  splendid  game  against  their  more  experienced  opponents. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Council  this  year,  the  women  have  been 
granted  a  s]iace  in  the  "Sheaf"  for  their  own  Athletic  Activity  write-ups. 
They  have  also  apjiointed  a  ladies'  sport  editor  to  the  "Sheaf."  This  will 
mean  that  from  now  on  women  will  get  the  same  publicity  in  sport  as  the 
men  have  liad.

THREE  yoai'.s  of  t-xistcncc  have  \m\  tlie  !-laskatehe\van  .Stiulciils"  Hand- 
book on  a  par  witli  the  l)est  in  Canada.     It  now  contains  in  abbreviated 
form  all  available  information  in  regards  to  student  activities.     It  in- 
cludes numerous  useful  features  and  is  well  bound  in  a  convenient  size. 

A  wise  step  was  taken  in  the  i)ast  year  when  it  was  made  compulsory 
for  Freshmen  to  have  handbooks,  for  the  handbook  is  primarily  a  Fresh- 
man's book.

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Dramatics 


HE  year  1931-32  will  be  a  memorable  uiie  to  those  interested  in 
Dramatics  in  the  University  of  Saskatchewan.  Whereas  dnrintf 
the  year  1930-31  the  Dramatic  Directorate  was  merged  with  the 
Ijiterary  Directorate,  this  year  Dramatics  has  once  more  come  into 
its  ovni.  As  an  indeijendent  body,  the  Directorate  has  jmt  forth 
every  effort  to  brinsi'  out  the  best  histrionic  talent  on  the  caminis 
and  t(i  present  to  theatre  goers,  both  in  the  University  and  the  city,  I'Uter- 
tainment  of  the  hishcst  (juality. 

This  year  the  Directorate  has  jn-eseuled  two  productions,  Colletce  Xiiiht 
in  November,  and  University  Play  in  March,  Foui'  one-act  plays  were 
stao'cd  on  College  Night  by  the  following  colleges:  Medicine.  Arts  and 
Science,  Emmanuel  and  St.  Andrew's,  The  dramatic  efforts  <if  ilicsc 
colleges  were  such  as  to  earn  the  highest  commendation  from  theatre  going 
critics.  The  night  was  a  success  in  every  way.  The  Directt)rate  feel 
greatly  indebted  to  these  colleges  for  tlu'ir  good  work.  Thry  wish  also  to 
give  si)ecial  mention  to  the  ("ollege  of  Medicine,  who  won  "The  Little 
Theatre  Club"  cuj)  for  the  best  play  of  the  e\"ening,  and  t(i  Mr.  -lack 
Jlitchell,  of  St,  Andrew's,  who  was  awarded  the  Judge  ihd^org  cup  for 
the  best  individual  acting. 

The  University  Play,  '"The  Importance  of  Being  Earnest,"  by  (>scar 
Wilde,  was  presented  on  ^March  lltli  and  l'2\h.  This  ])lay  achieved  great 
success.  The  caste  of  ten,  under  the  direction  of  Dr  .Calloway,  established 
a  speed  record  in  production,  accomplishing  finished  work  in  five  weeks. 
We  feel  that  the  caste  and  director  of  this  jilay  have  made  a  distinctive 
contribution  to  better  Dramatics  on  our  campus. 

In  their  effort  to  secure  the  best  Dramatics  possible  on  ciui-  caTii]>us  the 
Directorate  have  experimented  successfull.v  this  year  in  two  directions. 
First,  by  adopting  a  scheme  of  eliminations  in  order  to  select  llu'  finest 
one-act  plays  for  College  Night.  Six  Colleges  entered  the  competition,  two 
of  which  were  eliminated.  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  the  finest  sports- 
mansliip  was  displayed  throughout  the  whole  course  of  the  making  of  ■"Col- 
lege Night."'  Second,  in  the  field  of  advertisng  in  order  to  get  that  re- 
.sponse  which  good  Dramatics  deserves,  an  extensi\-e  prograninie  of  down- 
town and  local  Varsity  advertising  was  carried  on. 

Such  success  as  has  attended  the  work  of  the  Directorate  has  been  due 
largely  to  the  co-operation  of  its  members  and  the  members  of  the  Faculty. 
The  Directorate  wishes  to  extend  its  heartiest  thanks  to  those  members  on 
the  University  Staff  who  have  given  of  their  time  to  the  interests  of  Dra- 
matics. We  wish  to  com])liment  also  ^liss  Jean  "Ton\  "  ^lorgan.  A'ice-

Due  to  the  multiplication  of  student  activities  the  number  of  I^its. 
staged  this  year  was  not  as  large  as  that  of  former  years.  However,  an 
endeavour  was  made  to  have  the  quality  of  entertainment  a  little  better. 
The  xiopular  features  of  the  Lits.  of  other  years  were  rt'tained,  while  an 
a1temi)t  was  made  to  secure  new  features  somewhat  different.  The  success 
of  this  venture  has  been  admirably  jiroven  l)y  the  large  and  appi'eciative 
audiences  who  greeted  every  performance. 

The  inti'oduction  of  such  features  as  vocal  and  siring  (piarlettes,  \iiiliii 
duets,  vocal  quartettes  and  vocal  soloists,  while  an  innovation  to  Lit.  ])ro- 
grams,  i)roved  very  acceptable  indeed  to  the  audience.  Features  of  this 
soil  have  been  all  too  few  on  the  programs  of  i)ast  years,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  they  will  be  continued  in  years  to  come. 

With  a  packed  house  for  every  performance  the  finances  of  the  direc- 
torate at  the  end  of  the  year  were  a  great  contra.st  to  those  of  the  Provincial 
Treasury.  Indeed,  considerable  of  the  budget  remained  inispent.  This  was 
the  result  of  a  careful  and  economic  program  regarding  proi)erties.  Waste- 
ful and  extravagant  purchases  of  "proiis"  was  so  severt'l>"  fi'owncd  n]ion 
that  a  nice  .si;rplus  was  the  ha]ipy  result.

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Debating 


EBATING  in  the  University  of  Saskateliewan  falls  naturally  into 
three  classes — Inter- Varsity,  Inter-Faeulty,  and  the  small  college 
unions.  It  is  with  the  first  and  second  of  these  that  the  Debating 
Directorate  has  always  been  most  concerned.  And  this  year,  un- 
der the  ])residency  of  llr.  Eric  D.  Errey,  the  work  of  the  Director- 
ate has  been  successful  in  continuing  the  liigh  standard  set  last 
year. 

College  unions  have  functioned  with  great  success  in  Emmanuel  (.'ol- 
Icge  and  in  the  College  of  Law.  While  Public  Speaking  meetings  and 
Oratorical  contests  have  lieen  featured  in  the  Agricultural  and  Engineering 
Colleges.  As  a  result  of  a  new  policy  of  the  Directorate,  budding  del3aters 
of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Science  have  found  scope  for  their  forensic 
ability  in  the  Historical  Association. 

In  the  sphere  of  inter-faculty  debating  a  very  marked  increase  in 
interest  has  been  noticeable.  Nine  colleges  entered  into  competition  for 
the  Hill  Cup,  emblematical  of  the  inter-faculty  championship,  and  at  the 
time  of  wTiting  the  Colleges  of  Law  and  Education  arc  preparing  to  meet 
in  the  final  debate  on  J\larch  15th. 

This  has  been  a  busy,  and,  at  the  same  time,  successful  year  in  the 
I'calm  of  inter-varsity  debating.  On  Jan.  6th,  jMessrs.  Eric  D.  Errey  and 
Jolni  Cuelenaere,  for  the  University,  met  a  team  representing  the  City  of 
Saskatoon  on  the  resolution:  "That  the  prosecution  of  Communists,  as 
such,  is  to  be  deplored."  Upholding  the  affirmative,  the  University  team 
lost  the  decision  by  a  vote  of  the  judges.  Nine  days  later  Saskatchewan  was 
successful  in  capturing  the  IMcGrOUn  Cup  in  competition  with  the  other 
western  universities.  Debating  the  negative  of  the  resolution :  ' '  That  the 
civilization  of  the  United  States  is  a  greater  danger  to  the  world  than  that 
of  Russia,"  the  "away"  team,  composed  of  Miss  Kate  Neatby  and  Mr.  Sol 
Kanee,  travelled  to  Edmonton  and  there  defeated  the  University  of  Alberta 
team  by  the  unanimous  decision  of  the  .judges.  At  the  same  time  the 
"home"  team,  made  up  of  ilessrs.  Alfred  Abraham  and  Reg.  Pierce,  and 
debating  the  same  resolution,  won  against  a  team  from  the  L'niversity  of 
Manitoba  by  a  two  to  one  decision  of  the  judges. 
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On  Fel).  17th,  a  team  roprosoiitini>'  eastern  imiversities,  came  into  con- 
fiiet  with  ilessrs.  Joe  McLean  and  Jack  Serjeant,  of  tliis  University.  Tak- 
ing the  affirmative  of  tlie  resolution:  "That  life  is  fntih', "  the  visitors 
proved  their  case  to  the  satisfaction  of  two  of  the  three  judges.  A  popular 
feature  of  the  last  two  debates  was  the  lunch  and  dance  which  followed 
the  debate  itself,  and  proved  a  considei'able  attraction. 

At  its  meeting  in  the  early  jiart  of  March,  the  Directorate  came  to  an 
im])ortant  decision  when  it  decided  to  recommend  sti'ongly  to  next  year's 
Directorate  that,  for  at  least  one  year,  all  inter-faculty  debating  be  sus- 
pended, and  a  determined  effort  be  made  to  organize  and  operate  a  Univer- 
sity Union  in  its  place.  Such  a  l^nion  would  provide  a  much-needed  op- 
portiuiity  for  the  rank  and  file  to  develop  latent  talent — an  opportunity 
not  now  afforded  by  the  imrely  com])etitive  inter-faculty  debating.  Fur- 
tlu'rmore,  it  would  co-ordinate  the  various  debating  groups  on  the  campus. 

To  the  incoming  President  and  his  Directorate  go  the  best  washes  of 
those  who  now  lay  down  the  burden  of  office.  It  is  to  be  ho])ed  that  they 
will  I'eceive  the  active  sui)i)ort  of  the  students  in  the  i)rogramme  which 
will  be  arranged  by  them  for  next  year.

(.)PULARL\'  s|)eakiiis,  the  activity  i>\'  tlic  Social  Diivctoi-atc  is 
ineasiuvd  by  the  number  of  dances  which  it  manages  Id  hdhi  in 
any  siven  season,  and  that  is  in  tnitii  what  takes  a  large  pail  of 
the  time  of  the  various  members  concerned  in  its  operation. 

However,  in  its  bi-oadt'st  sense,  tiie  word  "social'"  commends 
itself  to  a  meaning-  which  embraet'S  somi'tiiing  more  than  llu'  satis- 
faction of  ter])sichorean  desires. 

The  ideal  of  the  ])resent  dii'ectorati'  has  lieen  to  liecome  a  factoi-  in  the

The  Canadian  Officers'  Training  Corps 


OI\IETHING  new  occurred  at  tlie  end  ol'  last  year's  training  period. 
The  weather  was  so  mild  that  it  was  possible  to  hold  the  annual  in- 
spection in  the  open  air.     This  was  held  in  the  open  space  in  front 
of  the  Engineering  Building.     The  result  was  that  the  inspection 
was  so  much  better  tlian  any  previous  one  that  there  was  no  i-oom 
for  any  comparison. 
This  inspection  brought  to  an  end  the  tenth   year  of  the  University 
of  Saskatchewan  Contingent  of  the  C.O.T.C.  and  was  made  the  occasion 
for  the  presentation  of  the  Commanding  (;)fficer  of  a  sword  in  recognition 
of  the  fact  that  he  had  commanded  the  Unit  for  ten  years. 

The  training  period  ] 931-32  was  completed  on  i\Iarch  l"2th,  when  the 
Unit  was  inspected  by  Brig.Cen.  J.  M.  Ross.  C.M.(;.,  D.S.O.,  V.l).  Unfor- 
tiniately  it  had  to  be  held  in  the  restricted  sjiace  of  the  Saskatoon  Arm- 
onrit>s.  In  spite  of  the  difficulties,  however  a,  very  creditable  showing  was 
made.  The  inspecting  officer  commented  ])ar1ieuhtrly  on  tl;e  fact  that  the 
junior  officers  and  N.C.O.'s  seemed  to  know  their  duties  well. 

A  total  of  175  were  present  on  ins])ectit)n.  This  is  a  very  good  showing 
and  indicates  that  the  Unit  is  still  popular  with  the  student  body.  It  is 
also  evident  that  the  purpose  of  the  training  is  being  fultilled,  since  the 
number  of  officer  cadets  writing  the  war-office  examinations  continues  to  in- 
crease. This  year,  tifty-two  wrote  "A'"  and  "B"  Certifieate  examinations. 
This  is  exch;sive  of  those  who  were  held  \i\)  by  thi'  very  exacting  practical 
examinations.  A  new  venture  was  made  in  connection  with  these  cer- 
tificates. In  previous  years,  op])ortunity  has  been  given  to  write  qualifying 
certificates  in  Infantry  only.  The  constitution  of  the  (Officers'  Training 
Corps  makes  provision  for  training  in  any  liranch  of  the  service.  As  there 
are  in  the  Unit  considerable  numbers  of  engineer  and  medical  students,  it 
was  felt  that  an  opportunity  should  be  given  to  these  men  to  qualify  in  their 
own  pi'ofessional  subject.  Captain  A.  Galloway  undertook  to  give  the 
necessary  specialist  training  for  the  Medicals,  and  Lieut.  E.  J.  Durnin  did 
the  same  for  the  Engineers.  The  members  of  these  Colleges  responded  well 
to  this  offer  and  the  fifty-two  members  writing  examinations  were  made  U]i 
of:  "A""  Infantry,  "27;  "A"  Engineers,  11;  "A"  Medical,  9;  and  •"B" 
Infantry,  5.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  extended  further  in  the  future, 
and  that  opportunity  may  be  given  for  artillery  training. 

Great  disappointment  was  felt  when  we  were  informed  that  all  Aii' 
Force  Training  was  being  discontinued  this  year.  The  very  severe  cut  in 
the  Air  Force  appropriations  made  this  necessary.  It  is  ho])ed  that  this 
will  be  only  a  temporary  measure.  No  information  is  yet  available  about 
other  summer  courses.  The  summer  camp  at  Dundurn  was  omitted  last 
summer  for  the  same  reason,  and  was  another  cause  of  disappointment  to 
many. 

It  is  a  matter  of  considerable  satisfaction  that  these  conditions  have 
not  in  any  way  affected  the  spirit  of  the  (.'.O.T.( '.,  which  is  as  sound  as  ever.

AFTEli  a  sojouni  of  one  year  on  the  prairie.s,  the  llanly  TimiiIix-  aiAaiii 
graces  the  halls  of  the  University  of  British  Columbia.  By  winnini;- 
the  prairie  series,  the  Brown  and  fiold  squad  from  iManitoha  wrested 
the  trophy  from  the  Saskatehewan  team,  who  were  intercoUesiiate  eham- 
l)ions  for  the  ru^'by  season  of  1930.  By  virtue  of  their  vietories  on  the 
l)rairies,  the  ]\Ianitobans  travelled  to  Vaneonver  and  were  foreed  to  leave 
the  cii])  there.  The  sudden  death  t>aine  fm-  the  ehanipionship  was  won  by 
U.B.C,  by  the  small  margin  of  one  ])oint. 

Startini>-  the  intereollegiate  series  away  fi'oni  home,  the  Saskatchewan 
team  won  a  decisive  14-0  victory  in  Edmonton,  l)ut  were  unal)le  to  repeat 
that  performance  when  they  played  the  strong  JManitoba  team  in  Winnipeg 
on  the  following  week-end.  The  (ireen  and  White  squad  were  no  more  suc- 
cessful with  their  two  home  games  against  Allierta  and  Manitoba,  since 
they  were  forced  to  take  the  losing  end  of  ."1-4  and  4-2  scores  respectively. 

Two  major  casualties  were  incuri'cd  during  the  .seast)n"s  jilay.  The 
first,  when  veteran  .Tim  Tomeko  had  his  elbow  dislocated  during  the  o|ieiiing 
minute  of  jilay  in  the  home  game  against  Alberta:  the  second,  when  (Japtain 
Harry  Dempster  suffered  a  broken  collar  bone  in  the  closing  moments  of 
the  final  game  against  Manitoba. 

Graduation  will  make  many  holes  in  the  line  and  backfield  of  the  team. 
Captain  Ilari'y  l)em])ster,  the  long-punting  star  of  the  backtield,  who 
learned  his  rugby  under  Coach  Phillips,  will  be  missing  next  year.  Run- 
ning mates  of  Harry's  who  will  not  be  back  are  "Mickey"  McAdam,  Brad- 
ford and  Therrien.  The  places  of  such  veterans  of  the  line  as  Jim  Tomeko, 
Bryce  (Jrehard,  Stan  Clark  and  McCarthy  will  be  hard  to  fill  next  fall,  and 
"Mickey"  McNab  has  comi)lcted  an  enviable  record  at  left  end. 

A  uanie  was  phiye<l  with  the  iiegina  Ivouiili  IJiders  berore  the  liiler- 
collegiate  sclu'dule  oi)ened,  whieli  ser\cd  llie  douhk'  purpose  of  lielpiiiii  the 
clul)  financially  and  conditioning;  llie  team  for  their  regular  scliedule.  Tlie 
heavier  and  more  ex|icrienced  IJouuh  Kiilei-s  defeated  tlie  >iiunger  aggre- 
gation by  a  score  of  15  to  2. 

The  club  was  numaged  by  Kay  I',  1^'rey  of  the  Hiiiiineering  I''aeul1y, 
who  was  assisted  by  Hugh  "Sjiike"  Dundas,  in  cliai'ge  of  the  di'essiiiu  room 
and  eipiipment,  and  Fi'ank  See  in  charge  of  hiterfaciilly  i-ugl>.\-,  Harold 
"Scoop"  lliinler  again  acted  as  trainer  foi'  tlie  cUili.

Review  of  Sport

T  is  with  great  iileasiire  that  I  take  tliis  oi)portunity  of  reviewing 
the  i>ast  season's  physical  activities.  On  looking  back  we  find 
that  (Uii-  Tnter-VaT'sity  coni])etitions  were  not  always  crowned  with 
success,  hut  we  can  ])oint  with  pride  to  the  genuine  sportsmanlike 
character  of  all  our  teams. 


The  first  event  of  the  season  was  the  track  meet  held  at  Winni- 
l^eg,  and  we  were  successful  in  bringing  back  tlu'  ('aims  Trophy,  defeat- 
ing Alberta,  our  nearest  rival,  by  tlu'  narrow  margin  of  one  point.  This 
was  bv  far  the  most  thrilling  win  in  history.  The  issue  was  in  doubt  until 
the  last  event  of  the  da.v,  and  until  the  last  man  of  the  relay  race  crossed 
the  line.  This  meet  will  always  be  outstanding  because  of  the  never-to-be- 
forgotten  work  of  Harold  MciMahon,  who  won  the  SSO  with  a  miraculous 
burst  of  speed  when  everyone  thought  he  was  beaten;  and  for  smashing  Ins 
own  i-ecord  in  the  three-mile  race;  and  also  for  the  marvellous  work  ol 
Web.  Jlaguii'c,  and  the  fact  that  every  member  of  the  team  conti-ibutcd  at 
least  one  point  to  the  total  score. 

The  prospect  of  retaining  the  IIard>-  Ti'ophy  looked  \-ery  bright  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season.  Our  first  game  at  Alberta  I'csulted  in  a  decided 
win,  but  the  second  game  at  ^Manitoba  was  lost  by  a  large  margin.  Ex- 
pectations of  victory  for  the  two  home  games  ran  high,  but  injuries  to  some 
of  our  prominent  jilayers  weakened  our  chances,  and  to  the  surpi'ise  of 
everyone  we  were  defeated  by  both  Manitoba  and  Alberta. 

The  playing  of  Harry  Dempster  was  one  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  season.  His  brilliant  kicking  and  field  running  won  the  a])])!ause 
antl  admiration  of  all  the  fans  thi'oughout  the  country,  and  it  is  very  satis- 
factory to  note  that  he.  as  well  as  his  team  mates,  Jlicke.v  iMcAdam  and  Jim 
Tonu'ko,  were  honored  by  being  chosen  for  the  all-star  Weslmi  Tnfi'i'-* 'ol- 
legiate  team. 

Basketball,  our  most  ])Opular  winter  pastime,  thrived  under  the  man- 
agcrshi])  of  Herb.  Purdy.  Twenty-six  teams  battled  for  the  supremacy  in 
differi'ut  leagues.  The  senior  squad,  coached  by  KUis  I\lc]\Iillan,  won  the 
honcmrs  in  the  City  League,  and  defeated  Prince  Albert  for  the  champion- 
shi])  of  the  northern  half  of  the  i^rovince. 

Swimming  has  been  i-ecognized  fi-om  the  days  of  the  Ixomans  as  the 
cleanest  and  healthiest  form  of  exercise.  Full  cognisance  of  this  fact  is 
taken  by  our  students  who  flock  to  our  swimming  i)ool  in  ever  increasing 
numbers.  In  spite  of  the  loss  of  several  stars  through  graduation,  our 
swimming  team  was  up  to  its  usual  standard.  Our  in-ogram,  which  was 
the  heaviest  we  have  ever  midertaken,  included  four  meets.  Regina  swim- 
mei's,  who  were  beaten  by  the  scoi'c  of  23-16,  were  first  on  the  list.  Next 
came  an  encounter  with  the  Saskatoon  V.M.(_'.A.,  which  we  won  in  an  eas^■ 


fashion.  Then  for  llie  first  time  in  our  history  we  met  defeat  by  one  point 
at  the  hands  of  the  University  of  Alberta.  At  the  time  of  going  to  press 
the  Inter-Faenlty  meet  has  not  l)een  staged,  but  we  exi)eet  it  to  be  quite  as 
sueeessful  as  other  years,  and  antieii)ate  a  few  of  the  reeords  being  broken. 
Bob  Barr  proved  to  be  a  popular  and  efficient  manager  in  the  way  he  staged 
water  polo  games,  and  looked  after  the  details  of  the  meets.  Quite  a  few 
have  already  passed  their  swimming  tests,  and  before  the  season  eloses  we 
expect  to  have  as  jiiany  as  in  jjrevious  years. 

Inter-Faculty  hockey  was  of  a  much  higher  standard  lliati  usual  be- 
cause of  the  inclusion  of  all  the  senior  ])layers.  Nine  teams  entered  the 
league,  and  some  very  s])arkling  games  were  witnessed. 

Soccer  and  Inter-Facultv  rugbv  drew  large  crowds  out  to  the  plaving 
fields. 

Kmmaiuiel  were  iuviueible  again  on  the  soccer  field.  The  Engineers 
won  a  despei'ate  encounter  to  obtain  the  rugl)y  championship. 

An  interesting  experiment  was  tried  out  this  year  in  the  nature  of  a 
soccer  league  composed  of  teams  from  the  City,  Normal  School  and  Varsity. 
This  proved  to  be  a  success  and  will,  no  doubt,  he  continued  next  year. 
Incidentally  this  league  makes  it  i)0ssible  for  our  re]iresentatives  to  obtain 
colors. 

Boxing  came  in  for  a  lot  of  attention.  Much  needed  assistance  was 
received  in  the  way  of  instruction  from  jNIcEweu,  of  the  Animal  Husbandry 
dei)artmen1.  A  tournament  was  arranged  between  our  club  and  a  team 
from  the  farm  em|ilovees,  which  resulted  in  some  clever  exhibitions  of  fisti- 
cuffs. 

The  acfjuisition  of  a  lU'w  mat  did  nuich  to  increase  the  interest  in 
wi'cstling.  Under  tlu'  enthusiastic  leadershii)  of  Dr.  Rawsou,  a  large  num- 
ber received  instruction  in  the  gentle  art  of  bone  crushing,  and  we  are 
looking  foi'ward  to  the  tournament  which  will  be  held  on  April  fi,  when 
we  ex])ect  to  see  some  lively  bouts. 

From  a  small  start  two  years  ago  fencing  has  assumed  such  large  pro- 
portions that  our  University  has  become  the  centre  of  Western  Canada 
in  this  form  of  S])ort.  The  master  of  arms.  Prof.  Millman,  has  gathered 
anmnd  him  a  large  number  of  followers,  and  under  his  clever  t\itelage 
soiae  of  them  have  reached  a  high  degree  of  skill.  The  ladies  have  also 
taken  u])  this  ])astime,  realizing  as  the>'  do,  that  profieienty  in  fencing  is 
syiion>-mous  with  that  grace  of  movement  that  is  so  desired  among  the  fair 
sex. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  our  ])rogram  of  ])hysieal 
activities  is  such  a  wide  one  that  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  carry  out  were 
it  not  for  the  wholehearted  a.ssi.staiice  of  the  instructors.  I^en.  Purdy,  Prof. 
jMillman,  I)r,  Rawson,  iMcEwen,  (Hover,  and  the  managers.  Our  choice 
of  managers  this  year  was  again  a  vcjw  ha])py  one.  They  all  ]n'oved  to  be 
very  efficient,  and  I  take  this  ojiportunity  of  jmblicly  ex])ressing  my  thanks.

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The  College  of  Agriculture 

HE  College  of  Agriculture  is  an  integral  part  of  the  I'niversity 
of  Saskatchewan.  For  many  years  the  ])eoi)le  of  Saskatchewan 
hail  visualized  a  college  that  would  be  si'i)arate  and  eomjilete  in 
itself,  l)Ut  a  wiser  and  more  far-reaching  |iolicy  in  i-es])ect  to  the 
educational  development  of  the  ])rovince  was  finally  adopted  and 
has  heen  carried  out.  Saskatchewan  has  led,  in  this  respect,  all 
the  otlier  provinces  of  Canada.  The  plan  for  a  i)i'ovincial  university  as 
conceived,  was  to  afford  on  one  campus  amjjle  and  suitable  opi)ortunities  for 
the  yoinig  men  and  women  from  evei'y  part,  rural  as  well  as  urban,  to  as- 
semble and  ]iursue  studies  that  would  lead  them  to  the  educatioiud  goal  of 
their  ambition.  The  i)roposed  plan  was  ado]>ted  in  1909  and  the  College  of 
i\gi'ieulture  since  that  time  has  functioned  as  a  Faculty  of  the  University 
with  ^Vrls  and  Science,  Law,  Fngineering,  JMedicine,  Education,  Pharmacy 
••iiid  Accounting. 

Jlany  of  the  older  Universities  and  Colleges  of  Agriculture  have,  as 
time  passed,  found  themselves  cramped  for  space  and  limited  for  land  ui 
res])eet  to  the  needs  of  the  practical  depai'tmenls.  The  Board  of  (iovernors 
have  given  this  matter  careful  consideration  in  nmking  ])rovision  for  the 
('ollege  of  Agriculture  in  this  i)rovince.  The  Colh'ge  Farm  now  consists  of 
sixteen  liundred  acres  of  good  land,  devoted  to  investigation,  demonstration 
and  production  i)uriioses;  and  in  aildition,  a  farm  of  five  hundred  and  sixty 
acres  at  Dundurn,  beipieatlu'd  to  it  by  the  late  Joseph  Proctor.  The  Col- 
lege' Buildings  jji'ovide  ample  acconunodation  for  present  re(|uirements, 
and  are  architectui'ally  beautiful.  The  barns,  stables,  paddocks,  and  ])as- 
tnres  arc^  stockecl  with  good  exami)h's  of  the  more  im])ortant  breeds  of  farm 
animals  constituting  a  laboratory  well  adapted  to  the  study  of  all  classes 
of  domestic  animals,  whether  used  foi'  breeding  or  i'ov  market  i)urposes. 

The  Farm  ^Mechanics  building  is  well  equipped  with  shojis  and  labora- 
tories for  the  teaching  of  blacksmithing,  woodworking,  ili-aughting,  motor 
mechanics,  farm  machinery,  and  engineering.  The  machinery  hall  is  kept 
well  furnished  l)y  the  different  implement  firms  with  the  most  modern  types 
of  prairie  farm  equijiment,  from  the  simi)lest  tools  to  electric-light  plants 
and  the  larger  engines,  separators,  and  combines,  all  of  which  are  available 
I'm-  teaching  and  demonstration  purposes.  The  Field  Hu.sbandry  building, 
well  (Miiiiiipcd  with  classrooms  and  laboratories,  serves  the  need  of  this  im- 
portant department  which  lias  for  its  work  the  development  and  i-onserva- 
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tion  of  the  soil  and  crop  resonrces.  A  very  complete  poultry  jilant  is  a 
suitable  centre  for  the  activities  of  the  Poultry  Department,  and  a  number 
of  the  utility  bi-eeds  of  poultry  are  maintained  for  breeding  and  for  class- 
room study  and  demonstration.  The  Dairy  Department's  classroom  and 
laboratories  in  the  main  building  afford  facilities  for  giving  the  necessary 
instruction  in  the  handling  of  milk  and  its  products.  The  Dcpai-tmeiit  dI' 
llort  icultiii'e  is  provided  with  commodious  greenhouses  aiMUiid  which  its 
work  centres.  In  addition  very  largi'  ])lantations  of  both  bush  and  tree 
fruits,  ornamental  shrubs,  trees  and  tlowei's  have  been  set  out  in  the  gar- 
dens and  elsewhere  on  the  College  Farm.  The  Soils  and  Farm  IManage 
ment  Departments  carry  on  their  work  at  present  in  the  Chemistry  and 
Field  Husbandry  Buildings  respectively.  Both  are  provided  with  ami>le 
office,  laboratory  and  classroom  accommodation  from  which  they  direct  and 
de\eliip  tlu'  various  soil  and  farm  management  sui'veys  in  various  parts  ol' 
the  prdvince.  These  two  departments  in  recent  years  have  been  extreinelx 
arti\(.>  ill  (■(iniiectiiin  with  investigational  work  carried  on  aiiumu  the  penplc 
(ii  the  rural  areas. 

The  College  functions  in  a  threefold  manner,  viz.,  teachini"',  investiga- 
tional and  research  work,  and  extension  services.  Tn  this  wa>-  it  was 
plaiuied  to  best  serve  the  interests  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  ('(ilh'oe  oifers  two  courses,  viz..  the  Associate  and  the  Degree:  the 
Associate,  a  two  yeai'  coursi\  has  l)eeii  planiKMl  for  youiii;'  men  whose  early 
education  lias  been  neglectecl  fi'om  one  cause  or  another,  and  deals  almost 
entirely  with  practical  agriculture.  In  order  that  this  course  may  meet  the 
requirements  of  iirairie  farminii'  it  has  been  titteil  into  fi\-e  months,  namely, 
November  to  March  inclusive,  when  these  boys  can  be  most  easily  s])ared 
from  farm  work.  This  ari-angement  eiuibh's  them  to  spend  the  necessary 
seven  months  on  the  farm,  from  April  1st  until  the  end  of  ( )ctol)er.  There 
is  no  entrance  examination  re(iuirement  at  jiresent  to  the  Associate  Course, 
and  if  the  student  ]iasses  all  his  examinations  he  is  given  a  certiticate  to 
that  efft'ct  when  he  finishes  the  i)rescrit)ed  work, 

A  four-year  course  leading  to  the  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  in 
Agi'iculture  re(iuires  the  regulation  matriculation  standin<>-  foi-  entrance. 
The  first  three  years  include  a  training  in  the  fundamental  sciences,  Chem- 
istry, Biology,  and  Physics;  also  in  English,  Mathematics  and  Economics. 
Students  in  Agriculture  receive  their  instruction  in  the  Sciences,  Economics 
and  English  along  with  the  students  of  othi'r  faculties  in  the  classroom  and 
laboratories  of  the  Science  Buildings  of  the  Univei'sitv.     During  the  fourth 
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year  the  student  is  allowed  to  specialize,  if  he  so  desires,  in  some  particular 
branch  of  agriculture. 

The  College  does  not  confine  its  activities  to  resident  teaching  alone. 
Its  extension  teaching  has  been  most  varied  and  far-reaching,  especially 
along  the  lines  of  practical  farming  and  home-making  with  adults,  and 
with  boys  and  girls,  in  their  club  work.  It  has  lent  its  staff  and  equipment 
in  every  way  ])ossible  to  enable  the  best  agricultui'al  methods  and  practices 
to  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  people  working  upon  the  land.  In 
season  and  out  of  season  it  has  carried  the  gospel  of  improved  tillage 
methods,  control  of  weeds,  improved  seed,  use  of  the  good  purebred  sire 
and  improved  methods  in  connection  with  handling  livestock  products.

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Foreword 


HEN  the  class  of  1982  enter- 
ed University,  this  continent 
was  enjoying  such  great 
prosi)erity  that  it  was  gen- 
erally l)elieved  that  man  had 
at  last  mastered  the  laws  of 
economic  activity.  As  you  graduate 
to-day.  only  a  few  years  later,  you 
enter  a.  world  stunned  by  the  blows 
of  the  worst  depression  in  history. 
Ones  judgment  under  these  circum- 
stances is  apt  to  be  no  less  warped 
than  under  extremely  happy  ones. 
Low  as  the  prices  of  material  ]n'o- 
ducts  have  fallen,  probably  nothing  is 
\alued  today  less  than  advice  or  pro- 
phecy, and  yet  a  "foreword"  seems 
to  demand  them.  IMay  one  therefore 
ex])ress  the  hope,  if  not  the  i^rophecy, 
that  the  generation  now  entering 
manhood  will  profit  by  two  lessons 
so  forcefully  taught  to  theii'  elders 
dui'ing  the  ])ast  two  years.  The  first 
is  that  nearly  all  great  economic  mis- 
takes are  made  in  times  of  prosperity 
when  al'lluence  lias  stui)etied  ])ul_)lic  judgement.  Is  it  too  much  to  cxjject 
of  our  young  graduates  that  they  take  to  heart  the  fact  that  the  very 
word  "pros]K'rity"  postulates  periods  of  depression,  and  that  they  try  in 
every  way  to  i)revent  excesses  during  good  times  which  will  accentuate 
tile  future  trough  of  depression. 

The  Second  lesson  has  never  been  so  clearly  indicated  as  to-day,  and 
that  is  the  necessity  for  international  solidarity.  If  past  mistakes  have 
demonstrated  to  the  youth  of  to-<hiy  the  futility  of  expecting  any  one  nation 
to  thi'ive  perpetually  at  the  ex])ense  of  another  and  the  necessity  for  inter- 
national trade  to  be  a  balanced  exchange,  we  shall  have  i)repared  the 
ground  for  a  more  hopeful  attempt  at  controlling  economic  laws.

HE  members  of  the  Gradual- 
ing  Class  of  1932  have  i)iii'- 
sued  their  studies  during  a 
period  of  iuii)reeedented  eco- 
nomie    depression,    and    are 
now  leaving  to  take  up  the 
pi-aetise    of    their    profession    while 
eonditions  still  show  few  signs  of  im- 
provement. On  this  account  they  are, 
perhaps,  more  fully  conscious  than  is 
often  the  case,  of  the  fact  that  the  ac- 
((uisition  of  a  Diploma  or  Degree  docs 
not  mark  the  end  of  difficulties  and 
jirohlems,  hut  that  those  of  the  class- 
room   merely    make    way    for    others 
more  im])Osing  in  character  and  more 
difficult  of  solution. 

The  particular  i)roblems  encoun- 
tered in  the  jiractise  of  Pharmacy  are 
not  unfamiliar  to  those  who,  having 
undei'gone  many  months  of  supei'- 
vised  practical  training  in  addition  to 
the  course  of  academic  study,  are  now 
about  to  assume  the  status  of  full- 
Hedged  jiractitioners.  These  problems 
are  of  various  types,  some  calling  for  individual  effort,  some  for  co-0])era- 
tion  and  grouj)  effort.

meaning  as  a  whole.  And  it  dares  to 
believe  that  there  are  great  aims  to 
live  for,  great  convictions  to  live  by, 
great  faiths  luidergirding  life,  and 
great  hoijes  ahead. 


The  Theological  College  is  committed  to  an  intertwining  of  scholarshi)), 
of  discipline  for  service,  of  devotion  to  Christian  ideals  and  of  constant 
loya't>"  to  Jesus  Christ.  Jt  seconds  tlie  ])ronouncement  of  Bacon. — "A 
little  ])hiloso])hy  inclincth  man's  mind  to  atheism  but  de]ith  in  philosoi)hy 
bi-ingeth  men's  minds  about  to  religion."  The  College,  through  its  dis- 
ci]))es,  endeavours  to  make  the  Chui'ch  the  advance  guard  of  humanity  in 
making  the  im])act  of  Christian  personality  ui)oii  human  Society.

NOTHER    year    has 
and   anotluT   class   goes    out 
from  the  College  of  Educa- 
tion into  the  ranks  of  the  pro- 
fession.   As  each  class  gradu- 
j  ates,  the  staff  is  impelled  to 
scan    again    the    trends    of    modern 
thought  and  movements,  in  touch  with 
which  each  member  of  the  class  will 
perform  his  daily  work.       Whatever 
may  be  the  case  with  members  of  other 
professions,  it  is  undeniable  that  for 
the  teacher  to  be  blind  to  these  trends, 
and    to    continue,    treadmill-like,    to 
carry  on  merely  the  movements  of  or- 
ganized education,  is  to  make  a  soul- 
less machine  out  of  what  ought  to  be 
a  highly  intelligent  organic  process. 

Is  any  trend  definable?       A  well- 
known  ])ublic  speaker  of  Canada  re- 
cently stated  in  this  University  that 
the  post-war  world  is  clearly  marked 
by  its  wides]n'ead  revolt  against  re- 
straint and  authority,  or  frankly,  its 
lawlessness.     With   this   arraignment 
many  agree.     It  is  not  a  matter  of  mere  non-conformity,  but  new  ideas  are 
inlei'preted.  not  as  meaning  new  kinds  of  control,  but  as  release  from  any 
kind  of  control  whatsoever. 

Education,  sensitive  lo  these  trends,  constantly  seeks  a  new  synthesis 
and  integration  of  its  concejUs  and  aims.  This  synthesis  must  be  broad, 
as  broad  as  the  needs  of  modern  life,  not  alone  of  any  one  naticm,  but  of  all 
mankind.  To  define  the  objective  for  education  in  terms  of  discipline  would 
seem  to  meet  these  needs  more  ade(iuatel,v  than  to  define  it  in  terms  of  free- 
dom. Education  is  a  discipline,  a  ])ersonal  discipline.  Legal  enactments 
are  not  substitutes.  Such  credal  and  institutional  controls  of  yesterday 
that  have  failed  must  be  replaced  by  new  ones  more  adequatel.v  meeting  the 
needs  of  today.  Ideas,  however,  are  theii'  only  source.  There  must  be  a 
discipline  of  ideas.  These  will  crystallize  themselves  into  the  long-view 
standards  of  duty  rather  than  into  the  short-view  standards  of  appetite 
and  exi)edieucy.  And  so,  not  technique,  but  ideas  organized  into  living  and 
vital  ])atterns  of  resi^onse  are  the  essential  elements  of  education.  These 
will  In'ing  freedom.  To  assist  the  youth  of  loday  in  such  an  organization 
this  class  may  do  much.

No  college  can  be  greater  than  its 
tradition  and  the  spirit  of  its  mem- 
bers. We  have  here  a  tradition  of 
work,  of  very  hard  work.  But  so  also 
has  the  laborer  in  many  fields,  and 
constant  toil  may  dull  the  vision  and 
dwarf  the  soul.  One  may,  however, 
express  the  opinion  that  the  drudgery 
of  case  I'cading  and  search  for  pre- 
cedents has  had  no  such  result  with 
us.  The  chief  reason  seems  to  be  that 
the  student  is  confronted  with  con- 
stant intellectual  comliat  with  his 
fellows.  Examination  of  the  preced- 
ents also  teaches  a  very  exact  logic 
and  reveals  to  the  student  much  of  the  drama  of  human  history.  The 
process  is  extremely  rigorous  but  it  develops  a  virility  of  attitude  which  is 
luimistakable.  This  intellectual  vigor  should  serve  to  overcome  many 
obstacles  in  public  life. 

But  our  ideal  must  and  does  go  beyond  this.  It  embraces  the  thought 
that  there  is  an  outside  world  which  constantly  demands  the  attention  of  the 
guardians  of  the  law.  That  today  is  todav  and  tomorrow  is  another  daj' 
and  that  there  must  be  a  "variable  content"  in  our  prescriptions,  whatever 
may  be  our  ]ihiloso]ihy  of  law  and  of  justice. 

The  class  of  1932  has  upheld  the  tradition,  has  caught  and  even  helped 
to  mould  the  spirit  which  is  the  glory  of  the  College  of  Law.  The  greatest 
compliment  I  can  pay  to  the  members  of  the  class  is  that  they,  as  seniors, 
have  carried  on  of  themselves.  I  like  to  think  of  the  members  of  1932  as 
fellowpupils  in  the  logic  of  the  law  and  its  relation  to  life.  We  have  been 
fellow-seekers  of  the  truth.  And  may  I  ask  of  them  just  one  small  favor? 
Please  beware  of  the  i>it-falls  in  practice  and  in  public  life.  It  hurts  when 
one's  friends  do  small  things  even  though  the  temjitation  has  been  severe. 
In  this  case  I  am  not  a]iprehensive,  therefore  the  surprise  and  disappoint- 
ment would  be  vei'y  great.

In  spite  of  the  dark  clouds  of  sloom  and  dei)re.ssion  which  have  been 
hoverino'  over  these  plains  daring  the  current  year,  our  traditions  and  in- 
stitutions have  been  triumphantly  continued.

Good  intentions  liarbored  by  various  members  of  the  second  and  tliird 
years  bore  fruit  this  fall  in  the  organization  of  the  Haldane  Diseussion 
Club — where  the  Seniors  and  Juniors  meet  periodically  for  the  threshinii' 
out  of  constitutional  and  quasi-lesal  questions,  Rus  Hopkins  was  elected 
President  of  the  tiediiling  (Mub.  (lordon  Honsberger  was  named  Secretary, 
and  Bob  Barr  Treasurer.  At  the  time  of  writino-  two  profitable  meetings 
have  been  held,  ]\lessrs.  Cattanach  and  Barr  were  hosts  at  the  initial 
galliering,  when  j\Ir,  Corry,  B.C.L.,  read  his  mucli-talked-of  ]iaper  on  '"Ad- 
ministrative Law."  In  the  rapid-tire  diseusion  which  ensued,  the  realm 
of  administration  was  transcended  and  the  members  engaged  in  a  somewhat 
heated  dispute  concerning  a  ]Hiint  of  legal  ethics.  Tn  consequence,  for  our

Debating 


Under  the  insiiired  tutelage  of  Joe  McLean  our  Law  School  l)el)ates 
retained,  if  they  did  not  surpass,  the  prestige  in  which  they  have  been  held 
in  the  past.  Jlessrs.  Kanee,  Barr,  Hnatyshyn  and  Bearden  discussed  the 
"Spread  of  Communism"  at  the  first  meeting.  Next  Seidors  Jackett, 
Clawson,  Reynolds  and  (.'uelenaere  argued  about  aboli.shing  the  "Gold 
Standai'd."  Thirdly,  the  prol)lem  of  railway  nationalization  was  discussed 
by  ]\Ie.ssieurs  Tracey,  Precessky,  Young  and  Wylie.  Fourthly,  the  "Sficial- 
ization  of  the  Legal  Profession"  was  debated  l)y  Herren  Disbery,  Cattanach, 
Thomas  and  McCallum.  The  final  meeting,  which  is  yet  to  come,  bears 
subtle  portend  of  fireworks:  witness  the  subject  "That  this  house  disap- 
proves of  the  General  Policy  of  the  Bennett  Administration."  It  is  not 
iDcyond  the  rea'm  of  jnobabilities  that  an  added  debate  will  be  held  when 
the  (piestion  of  ])olitical  amalgamation  of  the  three  ])rairie  jirovinces  will  be 
mooted.  Affirmative — deRoclu'  and  Strickland;  negative — Bearden  and 
Sandomersky. 

We  cannot  say  too  much  of  the  benefits  of  tliis  branch  of  our  extra- 
curricular undertakings.  The  abilty  to  think  (|uickly  and  s])eak 
clearly  are  attributes  wliich  may  only  l)e  attained  under  the  Parliamentary 
system  of  debate  to  which  we  adhere.  The  progre.ss  of  s]jeakers  between 
the  first  and  the  third  years  is  quite  noticeable,  and  may  be  attributed  in 
large  measure  to  oiu'  Lnw  School  Debates.  We  must  comiiMment  our  De- 
bating ilanager,  Joe  McLean,  and  suggest  that  if  he  were  t(i  leavt'  office  next 
veai'.  his  loss  would  be  keenlv  felt. 
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Foreword 


IX  years  ago  the  University 
of   Saskatchewan   began   the 
teaching    of    medicine    and 
formally  opened  its  medical 
school    and   these   six    years 
have  shown  us  the  kind  of 
student    that    finally    comes    to    us 
through  the  hardships  and  pitfalls  of 
the    premedieal    course.    They    are    a 
determined   lot    and,    having   set   out 
to  make  doctors  of   themselves,   doe- 
tors  they  mean  to  be. 

In  times  like  the  present  when  it 
has  become  so  difficult  for  students  to 
maintain  themselves  at  the  university 
and  when  the  material  rewards  of 
tlieir  chosen  profession  appear  so  un- 
certain, a  falling  off  in  attendance 
would  be  a  reasonable  assumption. 
However  knowing  our  students  we 
felt  that  they  would  not  be  unduly  de- 
pressed and  that  when  the  session 
opened  they  would  appear  in  their 
usual  numbers.  But  we  did  not  expect 
that  these  luimbers  would  be  doubled. 
(Inly  by  dividing  the  first  year  into  sections  has  it  been  possible  to  carry 
on  this  year.  Next  year  promises  no  relief  and  without  extra  accommoda- 
tion and  assistance — impossible  to  obtain  at  present — the  institution  of  two 
oversize  classes,  each  requiring  division  into  two  or  more  sections,  would 
be  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  staff. 

For  these  reasons  it  has  been  found  necessary,  as  has  been  announced 
already,  to  place  a  limit  on  the  number  of  stuclents  that  can  be  accepted 
for  future  first  years.  This  limitation  may  be  hard  on  some  and  the 
Faculty  regret  this  possibility.  But  it  was  inevitable  that  before  long  the 
numbers  applying  for  admission  to  medicine  would  compel  us  to  follow  the 
lead  of  most  of  the  other  schools  on  the  continent  and  hard  necessity  made 
it  unavoidable  for  next  vear.

THE  Med.  hockey  team  picliired  above  has  made  a  very  good  sliowhig 
in  tlie  inter-faeulty  league  to  date  with  three  wins  and  one  draw  to  theii- 
credit  and  only  two  losses  against  them,  they  still  have  a  change  of  enter- 
ing the  finals  by  winning  their  two  remaining  games. 

The  Med  track  team  made  a  si)lendid  showing  in  the  inter-faciilty 
meet  when  they  placed  second.  (Jnce  again  Webster  Maguire,  Captain 
of  our  track  team,  won  the  individual  honors.
